1. Summary : 

ThfSweek the Orientation Faculty attended five additional 
briefings on IAC subcommittees, established a schedule for a 
review of training films to bring 1.0. film exhibits; up to date, and 
begin a series of staff conferences on instructor guides, training 
aids and plans for future 1.0. courses.

The list of these briefings is now complete except for one on 
International Communism and Resistance Intelligence which will be 
given in January. 

These briefings, while giving the I. 0 -faculty more details than 
could actually be used in class work, served to supply background and 
documentary material from which the faculty could talk authoritatively; 
more important they made the faculty conversant with current problems 
of the Intelligence Community, a knowledge necessary to effectual 
teaching. We are considering a schedule of full scale briefings to 
include the Operations Coordinating Board which is assuming an 
increasin g emph asi s b y guest speakers on the Intellig e nce Oommunit.v-,
